EIGHT W A T C H E D 


Police Have .Several of Gang 


Under Arrest, and Much 


Evidence Against 


Them.

New York. April 10.—Eight mem- 


bers of a gang, known to the agents 
of the Unlti-d States secret service as 
the most desperate lot of Italian coun- 
terfeiters In this section of the coun- 
try, were arrested in this city as the 
murderers of the man whose 
body 


with eighteen stab wounds In the neck 
was found tightly packed in a barrel 
at the corner of Eleventh street and 
Avenue D. 


The dead man, although not yet 


known by name, was. It is said, a 
member of the gang, and for days be- 
fore his death was closely shadowed 
by secret service agents under the or- 
ders of William S. Flynn. chief of the 
local bureau, who for'some time has 
been planning a wholesale round-up of 
the Italian counterfeiters In the East 


Is Killed by Comrades. 


> 
That this man was murdered by his 


comrades In the gang with which ho 
bad been Identified there Is no doubt, 
and It Is practically certain that the 
eight men locked \ip at police head- 
quarters planned his death and that 
somo of the men accomplished It with 
their own hands. 


The affront to his comrades which 


brought 
upon him the sentence of 


death Is like the name of the man 
himself still a secret with the gang. 
The prisoners, all of whom were 
armed with .huge revolvers and wick- 
ed-looking knives, maintained an atti- 
tude of sullen defiance after they were 
locked up. 


Sure of Their Men. 


It Is asserted this gang perpetrated 


the murder and the agents of the Unit- 
ed States secret sen-Ice declare abso- 
lutely that they arc the same men who 
cut the throat of GIuscppI Catania in 
Brooklyn last July. 


A rule1 of long standing among 


them, the agents say, has been to kill 
anybody that stood In their way or be- 
trayed them to the authorities.

The secret sen-Ice men think that 


they were actual witnesses 
of tho 


meeting at which the • sentence of 
death on this man was pronounced, 
for there was a conference of several 
members of the gang now In custody 
in the rear of the butcher shop of Vita 
Laduca at 16 Stanton street. 


Find Tell-tale Barrel. 


The dead man was there, but while 


the others conversed In low tones In 
the store the man who was afterward 
killed stood alone In front of tho store. 


The men arrested gave records at 


police headquarters which the govern- 
ment detectives say are In the main 
correct. 


In the basement of tho house of one 


of the men arrested was also found a 
barrel, which is just like the one In 
which the murdered man was packed. 
It had the same marks on It,

land surprised the audience by his. 
vigorous endorsement 
of the work, 


carried on by Mr. Washington. He 
believes that tho solution of the race 
problem, must be wrought out by the 
people of the South, and 
that the 


Tuskegeo Institute Is accomplishing 
a great work along tho most practi- 
cal lines. 


"Those nearest tho load must do 


the most to raise It'." wns one of his 
trite sayings. 
He 'believes 
that 


faults still exist and in speaking of 
them ho saiu: 


"I believe that among the nearly 


nine millions of negroes who have 
been Intermixed with our citizenship 
there is still n grevlous 
amount 


of ignorance, a sad amount of vie- 
iaotisncBB nnd a tremendous amount 
of 
laziness 
and thrlftlessness. 
I 


believe that these conditions 
IneX' 


orably present to the white people of 
the United States, to each in his en

CAPTAIN RUGER 
APPROVES 
OF 


ENGINEER KERCH'S PLANS. 


SHOULD 
ACT 
IMMEDIATELY 


The System Should Be in Place for 


Actual Service as Soon 


as Possible. 


Chief of the objections which have 


been made* to tho sewerage system 
proposed by C. 
F. l^jwoth In 1891'. 


and endorsed by tho council at that 
time, IB the plan to empty tho Bev- 
erage Into the river at tho heart ot 
the city. 
If the sewerage plans re- 


cently worked out by City Engineer 
C. V. Kerch arc adopted, this objec- 
tion will be ultimately done away 
with. 
Until tho system Is complet- 


ed tho sewers will enter the river at 
the usual place but the' water will 
convey all sewerage to a point be- 
low the lower cotton mills. 


When tho system Is complete all 


sewerage will bo brought 
together 


and emptied into the river 
at the 


same place, helow the Monterey dam. 
This wtllmnke It possible to estab- 
lish a disposal plant at that polnnt. 
if It later becomes Illegal to empty 
sewerage Into tho river. 
In his re- 


port delivered to tho common council 
Monday. Capt. Edward Ruger gave 
It as his opinion that such would 
ultimately he tho case, and tho di- 
rection of the disposal works would 
become Imperative. 


Favor Kerch Plans 
In his report Mr. Rugor 
favored 


Mr. Kerch's plans throughout. 
Mr. 


Loweth of St. Paul, who drew the 
plans In 1S!)2. at which 
time 
the 


sowernge question was very general- 
ly discussed,''and there was felt to 
he a need ot, a public sewerage sys- 
tem, mado provision for both sani- 
tary sewers and storm water sewers. 
On the east side of tho rive the two 
sewers were Indcpencnt, and on tho 
west In part and In part combined. 
All of the main sewers emptied Into 
tho' river In the business district. 
This Mr, Ruger felt to be a distinct 
disadvantage. 


Under Mr, Kerch's system 
there 


aro seventeen sewer districts. 
Tne 


first seven districts aro west 
and 


north of tho center of tho river. The 
remainder aro souht 
and west of 
that point. 
Tho districts aro deter- 


mined wholly by tho topography of 
tho land. 
He provides only for a 


sanitary sewerage system, no plans 
being made for storm water. 


Empty at Racine Street 


In planning the system, Mr. Kerch 


assumes a maximum of 178 gallons, 
per capita, with two -persons to each 
thirty-three feet In length of sewer. 
On each side of the rlvor there are 
main trunk sewers with Intercept- 
ing aowors. all conveying the sewer- 
age to one-point. 
All tho lines on 


the east side of the river converge 
at Racine street, and until tho sys- 
tem ; is completed are to empty Into 
tho river at that point, where Inter, 
there Is to be a Hushing and Intake 
pipe, and the Beworfige conducted t»y 
a siphon across tho river.

Mr. Ruger recommends that tho In- 


tercepting 'and main trunk ' sewers 
he constructed ag soon as posslb.o. 
Ho advises that, the double utrongth. 
vltrlfled. salt glazed, earthen 
pipes 


he used; up to the 30 and 36 Inc.. 
sizes. ..Mr. Rugor's report was made 
upon request of the sewerage com- 
mittee, of the common council. What 
action • is taken toward building a

is as follows: 


"Otir Honorable President: Wo. the 


signers, who Kulincrllio the declara- 
tion appended, by those present* pro- 
test against' the American proclama- 
tion; we recognize no authority but 
that of God and the revolutionary gov- 
crmiunt, and we offer our lives and 
property for the Independence of our 
country. 


"Manila-San Miguel, Jan. 12. 1899. 


"Kellclano Cruz." 


Twenty-five signatures follow. 
On the back Is written. In the hand- 


writing of E. Agulnaldo: 
"Ubertnp 


Kotlenlto. Kollclano do Cruz to kill 
Gen. Otis. Commissioned." 


'Accuses Aguinaldo. 


Captain Taylor railed the attention 


of the chief of the bureau of Insular 
affairs to this document In the follow- 
ing letter: 


"Sir: 
I have the honor to Inclose 


herewith a copy and translation of an 
Important document 1 found among 
the records of the Philippine Insurgent 
government. Tho note on the back Is 
In the handwriting with which I am 
familiar, and one of such peculiar man- 
ncrlsniH that It cannot be mistaken by 
one who has seen much of It. 
I have 


a <]tiantlty of holographic K'ttera and 
notes In my official possession; the

them and the handwriting of this note 
will show its identity. 


Insurgent Clubs. 


"On Jan. 4, 1899, a proclamation -was 


Issued by Gen. Otis In which he de- 
clared the sovereignty of'the United 
States over the Philippines.

Most of them were 
drawn up by order of the Insurgent 
government, but this letter was prob-

"It '.K to be noted that Gen. Otis' 


residence was in tin; barrio or ward of 
San Miguel. The signers of this paper 
were men who lived about It and knew 
the grounds well; some of them may 
have been hervants In the house. 


"The attack on the American out- 


posts did not occur until Feb. 4, 1899." 


Otis Expected Assassination. 


Rochester, N. Y., April 16.—Brig. 


Gen. El well S. Otln said: 


"At the time mentioned in the dis- 


patch we were living In the summer 
palncc. near San Miguel. Near us were 
a large number of Filipinos, 
over 


whom, however, we kept careful watch 
day and night.
